_ AN IMPROVEMENT COMPANY. 

Meanwhile an improvement company had 
been organized ana incorporated by the 
original nine. It cut 30,000 cords of wood 
and sold it for $150,000. A stock 
company to build a hotel was formed, 
also by the original nine, and as the success 
of the enterprise would be largely advanced 
by the erection and maintenance of a good 
hotel, tourists being plenty and hotels scarce, 
many of the colonists took stock.

IT WILL NOT BE ABLE TO FULFILL 
THE PROMISE MADE PALMER, 


Bailroad Men of Lake Do Not Support the 
Democratic Candidate—Fifer’s Straight- 


forward Course Commended— His ne- 


fusal to Make Promises Before Elec- 
tion—Fifer’s Manly Course Throughout 
~—fFailare of an Attempt to Work Up 
a Feeling for Palmer. 

Democratic boodle cannot purchase the 
votes of the decent railroad men of Illinois. 
It has been tue claim of the Democratic 
managers that they controlled the vote of 
every railroad man in Lake, and to carry out 
their plans to secure an indorsement of 
Palmer for Governor wherever they could 
they had the following posted in conspicuous 
places in the Stock- Yards district: 

To Ali Railway Employes: You are hereby 
invited to attend a union mass-meeting of rail- 
road men at Workmeister Hall Friday evening, 
Oct. 26,8 p. m., Fifty-fourth street and Went- 
worth avenue, to form à club for political ac- 
tion. 

This meeting is called under the auspices of 
Railway Employés’ Independent Political Club 
of Illinois, and will be and the neces- 
sity for action explained by the following named 
members of our organizations: John W. Drury, 
S. M. A. A.. E. G. Crandali, B. of L. E. 

This meeting is of vital interest to you. Do 
not fail to attend» y JAMES WARD. 

As will be obser no allusion is made to 
Palmer’s candidacy. AsJohn W. Drury .1s 
the ex-President of the. Switchmen’s Union 
the announcement that he was to be one of 
the speakers was sufficient of itself to draw 
acrowd. Drury has also been billed by the 
Democratic managers through the Hurley 
committee to speak in Palmer’s behalf cat 
Galesburg and ocher points, and as his rec- 
ora is an honest one his opinions carry 
weight with them. As a conseauence, there- 
fore, his friends were in the majority in the 
meeting, but they remained passive while 
Chairman Ward, a Democratic switchman, 
and the Secretary, approved of the acuon of 
the Hurley Executive Committee in in- 
dorsing Palmer. E. G. Crandall, a North- 


| western engineer, another Democrat, then 


made a speech in which he referred to Palmer 
as the tried friend of the workingmen. He 
did not attempt to defend Palmer’s Convict 
Labor law, but he outlined Paimer’s promises 
to appoint a railroad man on the Railroad and 
Warehouse Commission and to abolish the 
Pinkertons, and believed every railroad 
man could not in justice to himseif 
do otherwise than vote against Fifer. Cran- 
dall dwelt at length on Palmer's pledges to 
the Hurley committee, and, in conclusion, 
went so tar as to state that Palmer agreed 
to do anything the railroad men wanted.“ 

A brakeman named Kelly approved of 
everything Crandail nad said, and insisted 
that Paimer had always been the friend of 
the workingmen, and he did not know why 
any railroad man should vote for Fifer. 

a THE TIDE TURNS. 

It began to look as though the meeting 
was in accord with his sentiments, 
but Drury, who had gone there 
ostensibly to help along the scheme to deliver 


‘the railroad men to Paimer, did not like the 


way things wererunning. He hada picture 
of Palmer in one hand, and, opening it, he 
declared facetiously: ‘“ Here's the picture 
of the man whom you are supposed in indorse 
for Governor. Let's look at him and see 
what he’s got to say. I also Want to know 
what Fifersays. I believe ia getting at the 
facts on all sides of the question. When 
Fifer was asked to make promises to a com- 
mittee of railroad men be said he woulda 
wait until be ‘was Governor, 8 
be in # position to cons 
any 2 to de submitted. 
Palmer, on the other hand, was willing to 
give the committee that waited on him any- 
thing. He was willmg to pledge every- 
thing.” 

Drury had created such a panic by this time 
that several Democrats interrupted him, and 
the Chairman angrily told him to “sit 
down.”’ 

“Tnisisa Palmer meeting,” shouted an- 
other Democratic railroad man, and Drury 
quietly assured him that that was his under- 
standing. He proceeded to say that he was 
a Republican. however, and didn’t believe in 
voting for a Democrat if a Republican would 
do just as much for the railroad men. Fifer 
had been waited upon by the Hurley com- 
mittee and had manfully declined to muke 
any pledges, and he (Drury) was not ready 
toindorse a Democrat until he had ascer- 
tained if Fifer, a Republican, was willing to 
do what was right, fair, and honest. He 
urged those present to wait until he and 
some others saw Fifer next week, and if the 
result of the interview was not satisfactory 
he would come back and tell the railroad men 
of Lake that they had better support Palmer. 
% Palmer.“ hesaid in winding up his remarks, 
“is willing to do anything to get tne railroad 
vote, but if Fifer will do what is fair and 
right I will be for him.” 

ANOTHER REPUBLICAN. 

The meeting was excited. It was apparent 
the Democrats were in the minority, and a 
young commission man who was present was 
invited to give his views. He starved out by 
inquiring if there were any in the hall who 
knew Fifer; and asserted “ he’s all rignt!” 


„% Are you a Republican?” queried the Sec 


retary, sharply. 

‘J am,” replied the young speaker, candid- 
ly. “Palmer’s good points have all been 
dwelt on here by his Democratic friends, but 
none of his bad ones have been refgrred to. 
I think the best way to judge a man is by his 
record, and you are aware that Palmer has 
been Governor and Fifer has not. Palmer 
was the man who called an extra session of 
the Legislature and had passed the law cre- 
ating the convict labor system. 

‘Were you sent here to make a Fifer 
speech?” interrupted the Chairman. “ If 
so, you'll have to stop.” 

The young commission-man did stop, but 
another railroad-man named Roscoe protest- 
ed against what he characterized as gag 
rule.“ He favored fair play, in view of the 
fact that the meeting was called to ratify the 
action of the Hurley committee, and if there 
were any gentiemen there who desired to 
air their views they should be heard. 

“That young man can’t make a Fifer 
speech here,” ruled the Chairman excitedly, 
and in response to an invitation to every- 
body to sign the roll presented, which bound 
those whose names appear on it to vote for 
Palmer, five affixed their signatures. 

Just then Drury and about thirty arose to 
leave the meeting where men could not ex- 
press their honest sentiments.“ As he 
out a Democrat yelled: ‘ There's 
stuff in this for you, Drury,” whereupon the 
latter got back at them, rejoining: “ Well, 
so far as that is concerned every one of you 
has got Palmer’s money.“ 

This wound up the meeting, and it may be 
that the efforts of the Democrats to drag the 
brotherhoods into politics will meet with a 
fitting rebuke.

MR. FIFER’S MANLY CONDUCT. 


He Refused to Make Any Promises Before 
. Blection. 

State Treasurer Tanner 1s making public 
the correct details of the interview between 
Private Fifer and the Hurley committee 
of Democratic sti who have undertaken 
to sell the votes of the 48,000 railroad men to 
Palmer. Hurley and his associates issued a 
circular several days ago, and distributed it 
among the railroad men throughout the 
State and the street railway employés of this 
city. It represents Mr. Fifer as having ac- 
corded scant ceremony to those who called 
on him. He was reported as having 
no acquaintance with the Merritt Conspiracy 
law, and of evading the question as to 
whether or not he would when Governor re- 
strict the Pinkertons and appoint a railroad 
man as Railroad Commissioner. But in view 
ot the fact that his questioners had previ- 
ously made a trip to Galesburg—their ex- 
penses being paid by the Democratic State 
Committee—it was not to be wondered at 
that the Hurley cotitingent declared unquali- 


Mr. Fifer’s reply to the request of the com- 
mittee for his opinion of the Merritt Conspiracy 
law was in substance: 1 have not examined 
that statute, having bad no case in point, but 
have some general kuowledge of the law. From 
such knowledge itis my opinion that the law 
only vitalizes the common law (as held by oar 
courts), which is as old as the British Parlia- 
ment. However, when I examine it critically, if 
I should find that any part or sections thereof 
are oppressive or vicious and in Conflict with the 
common law I would certainly recommend that 
the same be amended.” 

To the request for an opinion on the Com- 
pany Employé Act,” and if he would pledge him- 
self if eiscted to recommend such a law, Mr. 
Fifer said: 

“No, I don't think that any man running for 
the high office of Governor of Illinois, in order to 
secure votes, should pledge himself to incorpor- 
ate in his message to the Legislature any par- 
ticular recommendation, and the candidate that 
would promise you this is either a demagogue or 
a knave.“ 

The next point, in relation to the appoint- 
ment of Railroad Commissioners, was answered 
as follows: ; 

It has been charged by Gov. Palmer and his 
partisan press that I had already farmed out all 
the patronage of the office of Governor. This 
charge is false and malicious. I haven't a prom- 
ise outstanding, and 1 don't intend to make one 
till Iam elected and have something to promise. 
I have been poor and labored hard all my life. 
In my early life I labored with my hands for 
wages, and have touched elbows with the 
laboring people of IIIinois in almost 
every department of labor. However, I 
can make you no promise appoint 
one of your number on the Railroad Com- 


mission. It would not be honorable for me 


to do so under your proposition—viz.: to 
give me 40,000 railroad votes, as you claim this 
committee controls. If I am elected, which I 
will‘be as sure as ive until, the 6th of November, 
come down with vour recommendations for your 
candidate. I will give you & respectful hearing, 
and if lam then convinced it is to the interest 
of the general public and right to appoint your 
candidate I shall do so.“ 

„When the committee retired,” concludes Mr. 
Tanner, “Mr. Fifer said: ‘That committee will 
indorse Palmer; they already had their minds 
made up before they came here, and only came 
for a pretext to strengthen their ease.“ 


WILL THE CHINESE RETALIATE?! 


A Chinese Official Talks of Expelling an 


Americans from China, 

San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 26.—The steam- 
er Arabic arrived from Hong Kong ana 
Yokohama this afternoon. The Japan Gazette 
has a statement published in the Chinese 
Times to the effect that the action 
of the Chinese Minister to the United 
States in the matter of the treaty which 
was recently rejected by the Chinese Gov- 
ernment .excited the greatest animosity 
against him in Kwantung, and endeavors 
were made by an angry mob to attack the 
Minister’s house. Tne Chinese Times also 
contains a letter signed by a Pekin offidial 
written just after the news had reached 
Cnina that the United States Senate had 
passed the Chinese Exclusion bill. The fol- 
lowing extract is taken from the letter: 

If the obnoxious American bill shall be carried 
into effect there will be no other course open 
for China, consistent with her dignity as a na- 
tion, than to adopt retaliatory measures by pro- 
hibiting citizens of the United States from com- 
ing to China. This will be by no means propor- 
tionate to the harm done to Chinese interests in 
America, but it will have to de done in order to 


show that the Chinese can do the same thing, 


and, if this has no effect in bringing the United 
States Congress and Government to reason and 
fairness, then it will be a question r China to 
consider whether it is not time for her to cancel 
her treaties made with that country, to recall 
her subjects from there, to expel ail United 
States citizens from this country, and to cease 
all relations and intercourse, diplomatic and 
commercial, with that country.

This and his mental condition are freely dis- 
cussed among the people to such an extent 
even that officers and uniformed officials 
avoid tables d’hote and other places where 
the sovereign is made the target of sharp 
criticism. Only the fact that the King’s 
malady, consumptiun, promises to put an end 
to his life before long prevents the matter 
being seriously agitated. 

What complicates the matter is that the 
heir presumptive to the throne—Prince Will - 
iam, the King’s nephew—has himself shown 
signs of peculiar mental condition. Like the 
King he avoids showing himself in public, 
and devotes his time to a few chosen favor- 
ites. While the King’s marriage has never 
been biessed with children, Prince William, 
who has been twice married, has no children 
by his second wife but a daughter by the 
first. By his death the throne reverts to the 
Ducal house of Wurtemberg, the head of 
which is a Field Marshal Lieutenant in the 
Austrian service. This branch of the royal 
house is Roman Catholic, and a ruler of that 
faith would scarcely be acceptable to the peo- 
ple, a large majority of whom are Protestant. 

The King’s strong affection for an Ameri- 
can dentist living in Stuttgart was ‘some 
years ago the subject of unkind comment in 
a number of German newspapers. The dentist 
has since then been jomed by a couple of 
young American relatives of bright intelli- 
gence and pleasing manners. These young 
men live in a magnificently furnished house, 
a present to them vy the King, ana here he 
passes most of his time, ostensibly in the in- 
vestigation of spiritualistic phenomena. The

The late King—the present King’s father 
—lived to a green old age. He had an aged 
maitresse en titre to whom he was devoted, 
and for whom he negiected his excellent and 
popular wife. When he died the Stuttgart 
citizens nearly mobbed the house of the old 
King’s inamorata, who received soon aft- 
erwards notice from the police that she had 
better quit the country. Theold King was 
noted for his fondness for King Charles 
spaniels ' and was always accompanied by 
two or three of his silken-eared pets during 
his walks. 

More eccentric still was his predecessor, 
the enormously stout King of Wurtemberg,

We have carefully 
sifted. all the evidence and have decided after 
mature deliberation to give to the public cer- 
tain facts that have occurred at a neighbor- 
ing court while discussing them with all the 
tenderness and delicacy they exact. 
The country where these events took 
place is beautiful, rich, and inhabited by a 
brave, industrious, and intelligent people. 
Its Prince is one of a race that has furnished 
many illustrious names to German history. 
He stood by Germany manfully in her great 
struggie for unity. Trade and commerce, 
together with art and learning, flourished 
during the long years of his reign, but age and 
the fatai inroads of disease have estranged 
him from a people whose devotions to their 
Princes is famed for centuries in song and 
story. His beautiful Capital among the hills 
he only visits for a brief portion of the year. 
His summers are passed in a castle situated 
at the extreme southern boundary of his do- 
minion. His health obliges him to pass his 
winters in France or in Italy. His malady 
causes him to avoid mankind with the ex- 
ception of those whom he admits to his inti- 
macy. He holds no communication with his 
Ministers. His secretary attends to all that. 
As the Ministers are unimpeachable both as 
to honesty and brains, the transaction of 
business has been carried on without diffl- 
culty. But tne people are sure all is not as 
it should be. For the reason that they are so 
faithfully attached to monarchy they miss 
the presence of their Prince among his sub- 
jects and the splendor of a court to stimulate 
trade, for they attribute to its absence the 
distress now existing in the Capital. This 
feeling is aggravated by the fact that the 
guilty parties are foreigners.

QUEER RESULT OF A BLOW. 


A Lineman Is Struck by a Hammer and 
Rendered Insane.

Weeks in Texas and Mexico — Miss 
Sprague Going on the Stage, | 

New Yorks, Oct. 26.-—[Special.}j—In a bed- 
room in one of the elegant apartments of the 
Hotel Bristol, corner of Fifth avenue and 
Forty-second street, a young and beautiful 
woman, the wife of Thomas J, Lynch, lay 
early this morning in the delirium of typhoid 
fever. Two Sisters of Charity watched 
over the sufferer and administered to 
her wants. In an adjoining room sat her 
young husband listening in silent grief to 
the ravings and incoherent mutterings 
of his wife, hopetul that every mo- 
ment would find her consciousness 
restored. At about 6 o'clock the 
patient became quiet, her delirium ceased, 
and the Sisters, that they might pray for her 
recovery, left the apartment to go to early 
mass, leaving the young husband to watch 
there alone. A look of recognition stole into 
the wife’s face as the morning light entered 
the room. Seeing her husband there, she 
said: 

J am so glad you are with me. I feel bet- 
ter than I did, and if you will get me a cup ot 
coffee I think I would like it.“ 

The husband was overjoyed at this and 
hurriedly left the room to execute the order. 
As soon as he was gone delirium again seized 
the wife. She raved and tossed, and fancied 
that gaunt, horrible forms were pursu- 
ing her. It was but @ step to the bea- 
room window, which overtooked a court-yara 
some forty feet below. Rushing to this, the 
window was quickly opened, and she sprung 
headlong into space. A moment afterward the 
husband returned. The room was empty 
and, seeing the window open,a dreadfu 
thought seized him as he dashed down the 
stairs. 

Just underneath this window was a glass 
and iron grating, which let light into the cei- 
lar below, occupied as the hotel bakery. 
Some thick panes of glass, scarcely twelve 
inches square, were set between iron bars, 
and directly underneath them was a 
large range, in which at the time was a hot 
fire. A sheetiron screen had been built over 
the range to protect the side walls from the 
heat. A man stood over this tire watching 
some bread which was bakea. 
There was a crash 0 glass 
overhead, the fall of a heavy 
body nst the screen, and before the man 
who was struck in the face by the shattered 
fragments of g could collect his senses 
or realize what the body of a 
woman clad in her night-robe lay before him 
on the floor. But for the iron screen she 
must certainly have fallen into the range. 
But a second afterwards, it seemed, the 
young man rushed into the room only to find 
the dead and mangled body of his wife. He 
was frartic with grief, and for the moment it 
was feared he would kill himself. The body 
was then conveyed back to the room and the 
family physician, Dr. William T. Lusk, was 
summoned. Life was extinct, however, and 
nothing remained but to. notify the Corener, 
whose deputy, Dr. Jenkins, arrived 
soon after The unfortunate victim 
was the daughter of John H. Tobin, who 
was at one time prominently connected with 
tne New York Central Railroad. She was 26 
years of „and was well known in New 
York and Brooklyn society. She was edu- 
cated at the Sacred Heart Convent. Mr. 
and Mrs. Lynch had been married about 
five years, and occupied about two years 
ago a pretty cottage at Larchmont or, 
aud for the last six months had been travel- 
ing abroad. It was only a week ago toda 
that Mrs. Lynch arrived from — wit 
her husband and son, 18 months old. Dr.

R. 8. Critcheli Is the Latest Member to 
Withdraw—His Reasons. 

The depletion in the ranks of the Citizens’ 
Association continues. R. S. Critchell, who 
has been a member for many years, is the last 
one to sever his connection with the organ- 
ization.

Henry George might have added that in the 
exhaustive and critical discussion to which 
the tariff question has been subjected the 
people care only for the argument and noth- 
ing for contradictory and ambiguous phrases, 
penned in the hope of getting votes under 
false pretenses. . 

The discussion to which Gen. Harrison al- 
tudes has been going on actively for nearly a 
year,andin the lightof the full and clear 
knowledge now obtained by the public as to 
the issue the Democrats are being forced to 
assume the courage of their convictions. At 
first Cleveland proposed tariff reduction 
merely to get rid of the surplus in the Treas- 
ury, but that ground is abandoned now, and 
the purpose of the proposed revision is an- 
nounced to be the cheapening of goods and 
securing for American consumers the advan- 
tage of the world’s low level of prices. As 
the protective principle is attacked because 
it makes profite and wages high and keeps 
goods high priced it follows that just as the 
advantages of cheapness are secured by re- 
ducing the tariff below the actual protect- 
ive point the compensation of wage- 
workers must be lessened so that Ameri- 
can industries can meet foreign competition. 
All candid and intelligent Democrats admit 
that so long as the protective principle is 
maintained goods must be higher priced here 
than in other countries because labor is much 
dearer. Nor do they dispute that in order to 
gain the full benefits of cheapness and have 
low-priced goods wages must be reduced. 
Oaly ignorant Democrats who can’t compre- 
hend the iseue or tricky partisans who are 
laboring to deceive the people contend that 
the United States can pay high protection 
wages and at the same time have cheap free 
trade goods. 

The claim that a minority only of the wage- 
workers—the two millions employed in the 
directly protected industries—will be re- 
quired to come down in their wages will not 
stand examination. A forced reduction of 
wages in the protected industries would 
cause at once an overflow of dissatisfied, 
“striking” labor into other vocations, 
and the increased competition there would 
soon lower wages. Ina short time the pay 
of all classes of labor would come down. In 
consequence of reduced pay the wagework- 
ers in the vreviously protected industries 
would be compelled to buy and consume less 
products of all kinds and restrict their deal- 
ings with the rest of the community, unless 
prices of all products were reduced in their 
favor. Only one result could follow—viz.: 
a general reduction of prices and the bring- 
ing down ot wages in all the allied industries 
to an equilibrium.

Po- 
licemen and firemen in Chicago could not 
get $1,000 per annum when men of equal abil- 
ity were paid in private business only $500 or 
$600. Under a tariff for revenue only school 
teachers 1n this city could not get from $1,200 


d | to $2,500 per annum. Wages, fees, salaries, 


and personal earnings of every kind are now 
artificially high in this country and adjusted 
to a scale of high protection. If goods are 
high, so are earings and salaries; and the 
compensating benefits of tariff taxation are 
diffused through the entire community. So 
also would be the resulis of “a tariff for 
revenue only“ system. Cheaper goods would 
result, but wages, fees, and salaries of every 
kind would be cut down in similar vropor-

Tus worst feature of Minister West's letter 
in the eyes of Democrats will be the blunt and 
direct manner in which he has given away 
their game.

“are created equal, but if by that you think 
‘I mean blacks or poor whites, I tell you it is 
„not so.” In Jefferson’s State of Virginia 
manhood suffrage was unknown till 1830, and 
taen it was given only to housekeepers and 
heads of families. Not a poor white man 
could vote in Virginia during Jefferson’s life- 
time. Yet before the close of the last century 
New England States like Vermont and New 
Hampshire allowed all men to vote, whether 
landholders or not. The most purely Demo- 
cratic State in the Union was the State of 
South Carolina, and there no man was al- 
lowed to cast a vote for Presidential Electors 
till after the Rebellion war, the Legislature 
naming the Electors. The workingman 
instinctively knew that “Democratic princi- 
ples ’’ were not the principles that were good 
for him, for he always fought shy of the 
Southern States, where they prevailed in ail 
their originality, and made his home where 
the great Democratic doctrine of African 
slavery was unknown.

Correcting Excursion Ticket Abuses. 

Vice-Chairman Daniels, who has returned from 
the joint meeting of the General Passenger 
Agents of the Trunk Lines and Central Trafic 
Associations in Buffalo to adopt a plan for the 
better regulation of excursion traffic, — an 
agreement was made which it is expec will 
prevent manipulation of excursion tickets for 
the purpose of cutting regular rates in the fut- 
ure. An important report upon the question 
was submitted by Chairmen Pierson and Dan- 
iels, in which they took occasion to say that the 
stimulus to indulge in cheap excursions is hight- 
ened and intensified by restriction of the conces- 
sion for a particular class for a particular occa- 
sion. It was the experience of r 
men that the same results not 
reached by a general reduction of all 
fares to the rate per mile of the special excursion 
fare. The attempt to build up passenger traffic 
by this means is attended with a great and con- 
stantly growing difficulty occasioned by the use 
of such special concessions as are from time to 
time extended in the regular one-way traffic of 
the roads, This simply reduces the proper rev- 
enue from ordinary business without increasing 
the volume of business. Thus, if one fare for the

homas H. Nicholson, and John M the 
accused, were represented by Mr. Walker 
and the State was represented by Mr. Furth- 
mann. 

Officer Joseph Mercier testified that he ar- 
rested Kaseberg Oct. 11 on Sedgwick 
street while in the act of viacing three bun- 
dies of hay inclosing torpedoes on the track. 
He said Magee was assisting him. Kaseberg 
atthe time said their intention was “to 
scare the scabs.“ Mercier produced two 
dark-red hemispheres (torpedoes) of about 
an inch in diameter which he said he had 
taken from the track. 

Capt. Shaack read the statements made by 
the prisoners while under arrest. Magee 
said his first knowledge of the affair was 
gained a few hours before the arrests were 
made, when he met Thompson and Tommy 
Nicholson. Thompson said that he had se- 
cured five or six railroad torpedoes and said 
that there were five or six on the track al- 
ready. The cars along and three or 
four exploded. Thompson said that he was 
getting more at the corner of Clark and Kin- 
zie streets. Magee and Kaseberg went back 
on Sedgwick street, where Kaseberg pro- 
duced some more and commenced to wrap 
them in hay and put them on the tracks. 

Thompson’s statement corroborated the 
above. He said, further, that he and Nich- 
olson tried to buy some torpedoes of Crerar, 
Adams & Co., and they refused to sell them. 
Later on he heard explosions on Sedgwick 
street, and asked if the torpedoes were can- 
gerous, and he was told that they were not. 
The object in putting them on the track was 
to frighten the drivers and stampede the 
horses. Nicholson, Thompson, and Kaseberg 
told the crowd at the barn that there was no 
danger in the torpedoes. 

Mark De La Fontain, Professor of Chem- 
istry at the high school, had analyzed one 
and pronounced it to have the explosive 
force of two ana a half times the power of 
powder. It contained a small amount of 
nitro-glycerine. 

Mr. Pheian, on the part of the defendants, 
moved to dismiss on the ground that the evi- 
dence failed to support tne complaint. 

The court took the motion under advise- 
ment and the case was continued until Tues- 
day, the bonds being reduced from $5,000 in 
each charge to $8,000 each on the dynamite 
case and 2,000 each on the charge of con- 
spiracy.

A SEA CAPTAIN’S BRUTAL ACT. 


Andrew Mackenzie Arrested for Abandon- 
ing a Sailor in Mid-Ocean. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 26.—[Special. |—Capt. 
Andrew Mackenzie of the fishing schooner 
Senator Saulsbury was arrested this after- 
noon on the charge of setting one of his sail- 
ors adrift in mid-ocean. The case comes 
under the head of “abandonment of seamen,”’ 
and the law does not recognize any aiffer- 
ence between abandoning a manin mid-ocean 
and dropping him at a port. The 
case 18 sta as follows: The 18th of 
September the schooner was anchored off the 
Grand Banks 300 miles from shore, engaged 
in cod fisbing.

LOST IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 


A Party of Scientists Wrecked on the 
Istand of Samos. 
PHrLapELpaia, Pa., Oct. 26.—The Babylonian 
expedition of the University of Pennsylvania, 
which left this city for the Orient early last 
summer, has been wrecked in the Mediter- 
ranean Sea. The expedition was to have 
reached Palestine about the beginning of 
October, and would have proceeded thence 
directly to the site of Babylon and Nineveh, 
in order to begin archzeologic excavations. 
Instead of being at the preseat time engaged 
in digging up and bringing to light the re- 
mains of a by-gone civilization, the mem- 
bers of the expedition are themselves out- 
casts on an isiand in the Mediterranean Sea.

UGH! THOSE AWFUL TUGS. 


HOW THEY CONTRIBUTE TO THE MIS-

If there be anyone branch of the smoke 
nuisance more intolerable than another it 1s 
that contributea by the tugboats, A tug- 
boat is such an insignificant thing. A long 
suffering community, with smoke in its nos- 
trils and a streak of soot ail over its features, 
looks with a lenient eye upon the massive 
factory and its chimney belching forth a 
volume of smoke. Thousands of men are 
employed in its various departments and 
millions of dollars are annually contributed 
to the commerce of a great metropolis. Such 
a factor in modern civilization might be for- 
given the creation of a limited quantity of 
smoke. It is different with a tug. 

The Chicago tugboat is a nuisance person- 
ified. Itis strange that an outraged com- 
munity has not ere this arisen in its might 
and with “one feil swoop” abolished the 
entire pestiferous fleet of tugboats and the 
attendantevils. The tugboat is surrounded 


brings up recollections of closed brid 
screeching whistles, noisome smelis, 
suffocating clouds of smoke. It would be 
supposed that an industry which at its best 
is an evil would not unnecessarily intrude 
upon the good-nature and forbearance of a 
community. Taz Tumor presents today 
evidence of the fact that the owners of tug- 
boats do not proverly appreciate the extent 
to which they are tolerated. 

It will be admitted that the tugboat labors 
under disadvantages compared with other 
smoke creating agencies. The engine-room 
is umited as te space. Appliances which 
might be adapted perfectly to other furnaces 
could not find room in the narrow confines of 
the tugboat engine-room. Again, the work 
required is ofa character testing to the ut- 
termost the capacity of the boiler and its 
steam-generating power. The boilers in a 
factory or an office building have a “steady 
load in the language of engineers—while 
the tugboat is built to accommodate an 
emergency. At one heur ferty pounds of 
steam is required, at another three times the 
amount. | 

Those who have made the subject a careful 
study are convinced that there is but one 
solution of the problem, and that a simple 
but sweeping ene. There is no smoke from 
hard coal, and bard ceal is well adapted to 
use on tugboats. The adoption of nard coal 
as fuel on tugboats would entail a slight 
additional expense upon vessel-owners. This 
expense would eventually be borne by the 
community, whe would be the direct gainers. 

The public is willing to stand almost any 
expense as the cost of the abolition of this 
particular form of the smoke nuisance. The 
facterv chimney scatters its soot ever a large 
area, in which it eventually fails with an in- 
sidieusness which partially palliates its of- 
tense. Compared with this the tugboat is 
the high robber operating with a slung- 
shot. The helpless citizen is suffocated or 
poisoned in the full glare ef day. He 
nizes his assailant, but is powerless to ob- 
tain redress. 

The engineer et a tugboat is never entire- 
y happy unless his boat is located about 
orty feet from a bmdge—Madison street 
bridge preferred. The bridge must of course 
be to the windward. The fun consists m 
filling the furnace with coal and smoking 
out land lubbers.“ At this delectable game 
a tugboat crew will spend half an afternoon 
and several tons of coal. It is a remarkable 
thing that tugboat and locomotive engineers, 
while on duty, regard the entire community 
as their *personal enemy. The locomotive 
engineer vents his spite by blow his 
whistle and scaring skittish horses, the 
tugboat man takes out his enmityby blurring 

the scenery in a cioud of smoke.

IT MAKES NO SMOKE TO CONSUME, 


The Chicago City Railway Company’s Satis- 
factory Solution, 

Seekers after a solution of the smoke 
problem could spend a pleasant and instruct- 
ive half-hour mspecting the furnace and 
boilers at the Chicago City Railway’s engine- 
house on State street. For twenty hours 
each day the power is kept at high pressure, 
furnaces in full blast, but the only external 
evidence of coal consumption is a thin 
wreath of bluish smoke, such as may be seen 
—— the chimney of an ordinary dwelling 

ouse. 

The process by which this result is ob- 
tamed is comparatively simple in its opera- 
tion. In the first place, a stoker is dispensed 
with, an automatic contrivance as simple as 
that of the ordinary parlor self-feeding stove 
doing his work. The coal is dumpea f 
the car into a receptacle, and is not handled 
again by any one until it is shoveled away in 
fine ashes from below the fire-box. The con- 
struction ef the fire-box is the secret of the 
smokeless chimney. Mr. Hazelton, the in- 
ventor of the boiler which bears his name, 
thus describes the method by which he op- 
tains ect combustion : 

“The trouble with smoke is one easily 
remedied if people would but stop a moment 
to think it out. Take an ordinary gas jet 
which gives out no smoke, hoid a tin can of 
water a few inches from the summit of the 

and you can boil the water without 
making any smoke. Next, lower the tin un- 
til it comes in contact with the flame, and at 
once you have smoke. The reason of this is 
obvious. The cool surface of the can coming 
in contact with the flame immediately s 
combustion—the point of contact and smoke 
is simply incomplete combustion. Applying 
this principle to a boiler, we make tne fire- 
box large enough te consume the coal thor-

I say, 
make a fire that will burn thoroughly and 
slowly, feed it with the Roney Automatic 
Stoker, and there will be no smoke to con- 
sume.

Having quotea Mr. Everet’s opinion that 
the Constitution would not have been aeopt- 
ed but for the ae of protection, and 
that protection been good and nothi 
but to every part of our country, 
would like to cite a few words from Albert 
Lawrence, the princely manufacturer and 
apg an and Minister to England. 

March, 1837, Mr. Lawrence said 
to the people of Boston: “Will the 
great and intelligent mecnanic interests 
of this country agree to the surrender of the 
principle of protection which has been recog- 
nized by the Federal Government from its 
foundation! This is a war ostensibly waged 
against capital and the mopopolists, as tuey 
are courteously called by some of those who 
are against the system of protecting our own 
labor.
